Sometimes the best thing about riding the 
CTA is looking out the window and soaking 
in the cit/s scenery 

If you’ve ever ridden the Brown Line be- 
tween the Montrose and Damen stations, or 
stood on the north end of the Montrose sta- 
tion platform, you may have noticed a puz- 
zling sight: an Airstream trailer parked atop 
a Ravenswood building just feet from the 
tracks. 

The trailer belongs to architect Edward 
Noonan, whose idea of putting the Air- 
stream on the roof came after he bought and 
renovated the former industrial building at 
1807 W Sunnyside Ave. to house his design 
co-op Chicago Associates Planners and Ar- 
chitects in the 1980s. 

Noonan’s wife. Eve, said they both loved 
Airstreams, the view from the roof was phe- 
nomenal and there was nothing in the city 
code against hauling a trailer onto the roof 


So they forked over about $2,000 for the 
1960s trailer and paid to have it hoisted onto 
the roof 

“The funny thing was that [as it was being 
hoisted} the Airstream became level with the 
tracks just as a Brown Line train was going 
by” Eve Noonan said. “The conductor saw 
this silver thing that looked like a derailed 
train car, and he hit the brakes. We ended up 
waving, and he went on.” 

Recalling those days, she added, “It’s the 
closest thing we could do to a penthouse.” 

And how exactly can the building support 
the trailer? 

“The air conditioning units {for the build- 
ing] are actually heavier than the Airstream, so 
there was no real risk putting it on the roof,” 
she said. “We built a wooden platform to re- 
ceive it and secured it so it wouldn’t blow off” 

The Airstream is kept unlocked for the use 
of all the building’s tenants. With architects, 
filmmakers, painters and more working there. 


heading up to the roof can serve as a source 
of inspiration, especially with the downtown 
skyline in clear view and the regular rumble of 
Brown Line trains. 

“It’s very relaxing and kind of a great way to 
escape feeling like you’re at the office. It’s def- 
initely a good way to decompress,” said Polly 
Noonan, the building’s manager and Edward 
and Eve Noonan’s daughter. 

On any given day, the Airstream can be used 
as a conference room, a place to make phone 
calls or a quiet place to read a book. 

The inside of the Airstream has two bench- 
like cushioned areas to sit, a small counter, a 
mini-fridge and plenty of cabinet space and 
windows. It’s not air-conditioned or heated, 
but it’s usable year-round and can serve as a nice 
block from the wind and sounds of the train. 

Eve Noonan said she thinks people have 
spent the night in the rooftop trailer when 
re-painting the interior and doing some other 
repairs. 


“No plumbing, no john and a leaky roof are 
serious drawbacks to a luxury snooze,” Eve 
Noonan said, adding: “There have been some 
very late nights, though.” 

Then there was the time when Edward 
Noonan went to the roof, only to realize 
someone may have been using the trailer for 
a little lovefest. 

“I’m not sure exactly what sort of action 
Ed walked in on years ago, but the door was 
tightly closed and the silver machine was 
rocking, so he jumped to the conclusion he 
should not try knocking.” 

Polly Noonan said that every now and then 
someone will call, curious about the trailer af- 
ter seeing it from the train. The general public 
has had a chance to see it in recent years; the 
Chicago Architecture Eoundation’s annual 
Open House Chicago— a free event during 
which the public can get a look at the interi- 
ors of dozens of buildings across the city— has 
drawn thousands of visitors to the rooftop 
trailer to check it out. 

“We’ve participated two years in a row, and 
we love it,” Polly Noonan said. “More people 
were curious about it than we initially realized 
because it turned out to be one of the more 
popular sites for Open House Chicago.”

“The monster 
has gone digital,” 
Sergeant Detec- 
tive Jeffrey Allen 
(Woody Harrelson) 
tells an employee of 
a bank that has just 
been robbed. “Be careful what you Insta- 
GoogleTwee tFace . ” 

That quote really has no bearing on 
the rest of “Triple 9,” but it’s a fun way to 
start talking about a murky movie, where 
that murkiness is both an asset and a limita- 
tion. The plot hops among cops and robbers, 
though a few are both: Marcus (Anthony 
Mackie) and Jorge (Clifton Collins Jr.), both 
carriers of the badge, comprise half of a 
four-man operation with Michael (Chiwetel 
Ejiofor) and Gabe (Aaron Paul), ripping 
off the aforementioned bank with profes- 
sionalism and precision. Then Marcus gets a 
no-nonsense new partner in Jeffrey’s nephew 
Chris (Casey Affleck), which may collide 
with whatever reason Michael has to bow to 
the whims of Irina (Kate Winslet), a ruthless 
Russian mafla leader. Again: Kate Winslet 
leading the Russian mafia. In Atlanta. 

Director John Hillcoat has been trending 
downward from “The Proposition” to “The 
Road” to the disappointing “Lawless,” but 


with “Triple 9” he tightens up. A sequence 
of Chris leading the force into a house feels 
especially nerve-wracking as the filmmaker 
stays out of the way and lets the unknown 
around the corner, not music or anything 
flashy, provide suspense. First- time fea- 
ture writer Matt Cook’s script also makes 
corruption seem more complicated and 
ambiguous than usual. He effectively keeps 
information at enough of a distance to feel 
like you’re following something dangling 
just out of reach ... until the center falls out 
of this action-drama and you start to won- 
der if any of the characters have been clearly 
drawn or if there’s much to the presentation 
of police misconduct or the community’s 
perception of law enforcement. Sometimes 
“Triple 9” crackles; other times it’s just hazy, 
lost in vague motivations and the pursuit of 
files. 

Yet this is one of those low-impact genre 
efforts that feels enjoyable anyway, with Af- 
fleck tough and squinty as Chris and Mackie 
suggesting conflicted layers to Marcus that 
aren’t especially original or profound. Wins- 
let’s Russian accent is more consistent here 
than her Oscar-nominated Polish accent 
was in “Steve Jobs.” Clearly completists will 
have to keep up with her cinematic tour of 
Eastern Europe.

We found your new favorite 
West Loop hangout

“Girls,” “Entourage,” “Sex and the City” At their core, these shows promote the 
mythology that groups of very different friends — despite porn-star lovers, terrible 
jobs and psychiatric disorders— always stick together and make time for weekly 
cocktails and banter. As we watch, we too dream of meeting our friends at a bar 
or restaurant where everyone knows our names and we can sing karaoke versions 
of our favorite Kanye West songs and escape our day jobs over cosmopolitans (or 
perhaps shots of Malort are more appropriate). 


THE SCENE 

These days, those moments are rarer for 
me. I spend my time looking for great food, 
which often means avoiding impulsive, 
overhyped scenes. But Mad Social, a new 
spot in the West Loop from Gina Stefani and 
her executive chef, Mariela Bolahos, doesn’t 
make you choose. House speakers pulse with 
the “oonce, oonce, oonce” of electronica. A 
wall lined with what feels like lOO mirrors 
tilted at funky angles reflects a jigsaw puzzle 
of reclaimed wood and the buzz of diners 
hunkered over communal tables. Translucent 
stained glass panels offer shadowy views of 
cooks in the kitchen, and a towering Viking- 
like tapestry hanging near the front of the 
room dampens the crowd’s racket. 


Stefani is Italian while Bolahos is Mexican, 
and their backgrounds certainly influence the 
food. But the room feels neither Italian nor 
Mexican; it’s more of a modernized industrial 
version of a medieval drinking hall. I wouldn’t 
be surprised to see Jon Snow from “Game of 
Thrones” drinking here. The energy of the 
space is undeniable and vital. 

THE FOOD 

In my experience, this type of scene tends 
to serve terrible wings, “truffle” fries and 
troughs of overpriced pico de gallo with 
chips. At first glance. Mad Social’s menu 
seems like a sociopathic fusion of Mexican 
and Italian cuisines, overusing the restaurant 
name with cutesy menu items such as the 


Madhattan, Mad soup. Mad burger and Mad 
poutine. It left me wondering why the food 
is so angry 

But on careful consideration, most of the 
menu is mad genius. The Mad soup ($7) is 
like the love child of French onion and torti- 
Ua soups. A soulful chicken broth is fortified 
with the sweet perfume of caramelized onion 
and the slight fiery sweetness of toasted gua- 
jillo chilis. A nest of tortilla strips somehow 
stays crisp under a glorious crown of broiled 
chihuahua cheese dusted with smoked salt. 
My only issue was that though my date and 
I said we were sharing everything, our server 
only brought one spoon. While I think the 
soup is perfect, Bolahos— who worked at the 
excellent but defunct Viand Bar & Kitchen 
under one of my favorite chefs, Steve Chiap- 
petti— is a serial tinkerer. She said she may 
soon spike it with madeira wine or sherry for 
a little extra oomph. 

There are also crispy Brussels sprouts ($10) 
on the menu. Brussels sprouts are the new 
kale, which is to say they’re everywhere and 
already on their way out (they make me think 
of Gwyneth Paltrow, who makes me think of 
Goop, which ... yuck). Yet at Mad Social, they 
are wispy like potato chips and tossed with 
tiny whirls of red cabbage, shaved shallots 


and earthy bits of carrot all glazed with a salty 
lemon-lime burst ofyuzu soy vinaigrette. 

The result is serious crunch on crunch, the 
chopped salad to end all chopped salads. 

The Mad burger ($20) didn’t fare as well. 

I ordered it medium-rare, but the patty was 
prepared medium-well and almost bone dry 
What I did love is that the beef was properly 
salted, the brioche bun was custardy and the 
house pickles were tangy Plus, the Cajun 
onion rings topping the burger were finger- 
licking good. 

Because it has been a very long time since 
I’ve visited Olive Garden, I caved to my Ital- 
ian franchise food cravings and ordered the 
fried calamari ($12). The tempura-like batter 
was thin, light and crisp while the tomato 
sauce was warm and acidic. As an added 
bonus, fried triangles of ancho pepper are 
strewn about the plate, making this a fritto 
misto byway of Mexico. 

Roasted shishito peppers ($9) could be 
better. Though they were covered in a river of 
hollandaise and showered with shaved grana, 
they were undersalted, huge and chewy; our 
table lost interest after a few bites. 

No interest was lost, however, in a waffle 
that was fried like a funnel cake, roasted 
in the oven, dusted with sugar and topped

with a Milanese-style panko-coated chicken 
breast and a plank of crispy pork belly ($i8). 
If that doesn’t seem like a threat to your post- 
New Year’s health kick, a very sharp knife has 
been plunged into the center of the dish and 
a mini-flagon of maple syrup is served on the 
side. Ahousemade hot sauce with habaneros, 
manzano peppers and red jalapenos is also 
there for dipping. It’s the ultimate breakfast- 
for-dinner feast, and you could build a very 
successful food truck off this dish alone. 

THEDRINKS 

No true HBO show-inspired outing would 
be complete without excellent libations, 
and despite the LOL-worthy name, the 
Madteani ($14)— made with earl grey- 
infused gin, lavender bitters, egg white and 
honey syrup — drinks like a boozy iced tea 
of the gods. The Madhattan ($15) is juiced 
up with Buffalo Trace bourbon and Car- 
pano Antica, a sweet vermouth that tastes 
like Christmas, and spiked with Campari- 
infused ice cubes in which an excellent 
whiskey-soaked cherry is buried. 

THE SERVICE 

My water glass has generally runneth over 
this year, but the Mad Social team was so 


responsive to this matter that it was like 
they anticipated every sip I was about to 
take. This might seem annoying, but I relish 
a full glass of water, so I loved it. Except for 
not bringing two spoons with the soup, our 
server was attentive, chatty and had such a 
good command of the wine list. She guided 
my date to an excellent budget-friendly 
fruit-forward Valtiglione Barbaresco ($10), 
whose strong cherry notes stood up to the 
rich burger. 

The one weird thing is that the servers 
wear shoulder-slung purses as part of their 
uniforms. Our server said they use them to 
replace aprons and are able to tuck pens, nap- 
kins and odds and ends inside them. Before I 
asked, I felt like the staff were on their way to 
shop the Mag Mile. 

BOTTOMLINE 

If you’re looking for a great place to host your 
next friend outing. Mad Social fits the bill. If 
you’re going to a Blackhawks or Bulls game 
and are sick of the craft beer and middling 
bar food predominately served on Madison 
Street, Mad Social is where you want to go.
